Although Charles M. Hay was de­ 
feated in his candidacy for the Unit­ 
ed States Senate, an analysis of 
the 
vote in Tuesday’s election, and of the 
campaign which preceded it, indicates 
that Hay is now the dominating lead 
er of the Democratic party 
in Mis 
souri. 
There is only one other man, Sen­ 
ator Harry B. Hawes, who might ef 
fectively dispute his claim, and Haw 
es is more likely to avail himself of 
Hay’s strength than 
to 
oppose it. 
Hawes will he up for re-election 
in 
1932, and the last several 
elections 
have shown that Democratic candi­ 
dates in Missouri have hard sledding 
m general election years. 
Hay long has been a leader of the 
dry forces of thi State. How well the 
Anti-Saloon League and the W. C. T. 
U. liked him was shown by the fact 
that he expected “knifing” of him for 
his active campaign for Gov. Smith 
did not materialize. 
The rteurns re­ 
veal, in fact, that Hay got virtually 
all of the dry Democratic vote. Smith 
carried only sixteen counties and the 
City of St. Louis. 
Hay carried thir- 
two counties and 
lost St. I/niis 
by 
>nlv 3000 votes. 
Carried Thirleen Wards 
It is the 166,569 votes Hay got in 
St. Louis—he carried thirteen of th< 
twenty-eight 
wards—which 
really 
lifts him to the leadership of his par­ 
ty. 
In past campaigns Hay has been 
as unpopuiar in wet St. Louis as 
he 
has been popular in the dry sections 
outside* 
He and Senator Jam es A. Heed, 
a 
power in St. Louis, are personal and 
political enemies, and in the primary 
election, prior to 
which 
Reed 
had 
predicted Hays’ nomination would de­ 
feat the ticket, St. Louis gave James 
A. Toilet, Reed’s candidate for sena 
tor, an overwhelming plurality. 
When Hay, after his 
nomination, 
though without hedging on his posi­ 
tion on the dry law, assumed the bur 
den of the Smith campaign in Mis 
souri, St. Louis forgot its antipathy 
of past campaigns. 
Hay probably will enhance his St 
Louis influence by participating ac 
tively 
in 
the 
municipal campaign 
next winter. He campaigned for Wm. 
L. Igoe, 
Democratic 
nominee 
for 
mayor in 1025. although Igoe was 
a 
wet. 
Then, however, Hay had only 
his 
gift of 
oratory 
and his party 
loyalty to recommend 
him 
to St. 
Louis audiences, and he had the Reed 
influence against him. 
Will Be Consulted 
In the city campaign to open 
in 
February, local leaders will not for 
get that there were 166,569 persons 
in St. Louis who 
liked 
Hay 
well 
enough to vote for him in 1928. and 
he will be consulted and his leader­ 
ship sought. 
Roscoe C. Patterson, who defeated 
him this year, will come up for 
re 
election in 1924, and if Hay should 
oppose him then, the leadership 
ht 
has acquired would make him a for 
midable antagonist, for Missouri has 
the habit of electing Democratic Uni­ 
ted States 
Senators 
and Congress­ 
men in off-years. 
Hay is fully aw ate of his position 
and today said that the vote St. Louis 
gave him compensated greatly for his 
loss of the election. 
He would 
not 
discuss his future 
political 
plans, 
saying he was going to devote him­ 
self for the present to bis family and 
his law practice.

waiv e certain op erating rules which 
the roads contend are burdensome and 
economically unsound, a six and 
a 
half p er cent increase with no chang e 
in the rules or a sev en and a half p er 
cent raise and an ag reem nt to arbi­ 
trate certain restrictiv e 
rules 
with 
the indiv idual comp anies that may so 
desire. 


The finding s of the commission up ­ 
held the railroads in ev ery p articu­ 
lar.

Indian sum m er i- 
not a season at all,

John S. Phelps was born in Sims-j 
bury, H artford County, Connecticut, 
December 22. 1M4, the son of Elisha 
Phelps, lawyer and 
statesm an. 
He 
was reared in his birthplace, receiv­ 
ing his education in 
Trinity 
(then 
W ashington) college at H artford. He 
began his study of law' in the office 
of his father in 1832, and was adm it­ 
ted to the bar at the age of twenty- 
I one. 
Young Phelps m arried M ary W hit­ 
ney, of Hartford in 1837, and later 
in the same year came westward 
to 
Missouri to practice law. 
He had to 
. be 
re-examined 
before 
he 
could 
practice in Missouri, so he made 
an 
appointment with Judge Tomkins of 
| the Supreme Court to meet him 
in 
Boonville to 
be 
examined. 
Phelps 
went to Boonville, and 
when

judge did not appear, he rode horso- 
back to Jefferson City to see him at 
his residence. 
Here he met with dis- 
appointm ent again, but followed 
the 
judge to a sawmill in Cole County. 
There, seated on a log, he took the 
examination and was licensed to prac­ 
tice in all courts of record in

State. 
The record was w ritten on

Phelps went to Spring­ 
field where he soon received a good 
practice. 
Three years after coming to Mis­ 
souri, 1840, he was elected to

elected to Congress and served eigh­ 
teen consecutive years in th a t office.

In 
dian sum m er is not a fixed season in 
the calendar, but varies in date and 
duration. 
In many years it is inter 
m ittent; that is. there may be severa

sum m ers 
in

autum n 
Strictly speaking. Indian sum m er i* 
not n season at all. 
but 
merely 
» 
type of w eather in contrast 
to 
th< 
usual w eather for fall or early win 
ter. 
Thoreau in 
notes on 
weathei 
conditions at Concord. 
Mass.,

1851 to 18ffO. records the occurnece 
of Indian sum m er on dates rangini? 
from Septem ber 27 to December 13. 
In Europe as well as in this coun­

There came into Missouri in 1837,

more than the fact that another law ­ 
yer had entered practie in this State, 
b u t....th is young lawyer, 
John 
S. 
Phelps, was destined to become one 
of 
C onnective's 
contributions 
to 
M issouri’s illustruous body of sta te s­ 
men. 
As governor o f the State of Mis­ 
souri from 1877-1881 he attained this 
distinction. 
His death, which occur­ 
red November 20, 1886, at St. Louis, 
m arked the close of a life 
of able 
service to the State of Missouri. 
John S. Phelps was born in Sim s­ 
bury, H artford County, Connecticut, 
December 22. 1K14, the son of Elisha 
Phelps, lawyer and 
statesm an. 
He 
was reared in his birthplace, receiv­ 
ing his education in 
T rinity 
(then 
W ashington) college at H artford. He 
began his study of law in the office 
of his father in 1832, and was adm it­ 
ted to the bar at the age of twenty- 
, one. 
Young Phelps m arried Mary W hit­ 
ney, of H artford in 1837, and later 
in the same year came westward 
to 
Missouri to practice law. 
He had to 
. be 
re-examin«-«l 
before 
he 
could 
I practice in Missouri, so he made 
an 
appointm«>nt with Judge Tomkins of 
j the Supreme Court to meet him 
in 
Boonville to 
be 
examined. 
Phelps

oack to Jefferson City to see him at 
his residence. 
Here he m et with dis­ 
appointm ent again, but followed 
the 
ju«lge to a sawmill in Cole County. 
There, seated on a log, he took the 
exam ination and was licensed to prac­ 
tice in all courts of record in 
this 
State. 
The record was w ritten on

sheet of paper torn from a ledger at 
the sawmill. 
Phelps went to Spring­ 
field where h«- soon received a good 
practice. 
Three years after coming to Mis­ 
souri, 1840, he was elected to

General Assembly of Missouri

elected to Congress and served eigh­ 
teen consecutive years in th at office.
